After passing through town agen- 
cies the past two years with barely a 
misstep, a Phillips Academy propo- 
sal to renovate classrooms into 
apartments has stumbled on the way 
to the finish line. 

In what was to be the final step, 
the Zoning Board of Appeals on Sat- 
urday tentatively approved the con- 
version by unanimous vote—but also 
axed a 27-car parking lot considered 
crucial by PA. 

The proposed lot on Abbot Street 
was coveted by PA for its close prox- 
imity to the old girls’ school dormi- 
tory slated for conversion to 52 
apartment units. But the ZBA sided 
with a neighborhood group in declar- 
ing the parking facility too jarring a 
change for the row of Victorian-era 
houses lining the street. 

The ZBA ‘‘didn’t want to impose 
on the amenities of the neighbor- 
hood,”’ said ZBA Chairman Wesley 
Whitney. 

The ZBA ruling was a straw vote 
and won’t be binding until all mem- 
bers sign an official draft of the deci- 
sion. However, Mr. Whitney expects 
Saturday’s decision to hold. 

‘“‘A member of the board has to 
ask for reconsideration (to change 
the vote), but there was unanimity 
in what was finally voted on, and I 
don’t see that happening,” said Mr.

Not ruling out a court test, PA of- 
ficials say they are uncertain what 
to do next.

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A pilot paper recycling program is 
going on at Andover High School with the 
approval of Principal Wilbur Hixon. Un- 
der the auspices of science teacher Al 
Cayot and Andover Recycling Committee 
member Joyce Ringleb, a group of sci- 
ence students have begun publicizing and 
collecting paper all over the school. 

Boxes marked for recycling are in 
strategic places, such as department of- 
fices, computer rooms and some hall- 
ways. The school subscribes to several 
newspapers and much computer and oth- 
er paper is used. Even magazines are 
eventually discarded. The students re- 
move the paper from the boxes, bag it 
and get it to the curb for the every-other- 
week pickup. 


The students are also prepared to recy- 
cle plastic from the cafeteria. This pro- 
gram is being held up by MASS CRINC, 
which does not have its plastic processing 
plant in operation yet. 

Field trips to North Billerica, where 
plastic is made into lumber, and a trip to 
Atlantic Paste Board to understand what 
happens to recycled newspaper were well 
attended. 

West Middle School has been working 
on education in trash management. A 
month-long English department problem- 
solving unit on garbage has been com- 
pleted. Students had to find articles from 
magazines and newspapers, list the prob- 
lems and try for the answers. Besides 
gaining knowledge of this worldwide 
problem, many were encouraged to begin 
recycling at home. The plan is that, with 
this knowledge, these eighth-graders will 
be ready to work in the recycling pro- 
gram at the high school next year. 


Sanborn Elementary School’s fourth 
grade took field trips to Atlantic Coast 
Paper Board and the incinerator in North 
Andover. The students commented on the 
amount of paper being burned there. 
They had questions about the trash-to-en- 
ergy design of the incinerator and con- 
cerns about hazardous household waste.

Members of the library staff will wear 
buttons this week that bear the National 
Library Week (April 10-16) slogan, ‘‘Ask 
a professional — ask your librarian.” The 
button is especially appropriate to Memo- 
rial Hall Library’s reference department, 
whose seven full- and part-time profes- 
sionals answered more than 3,100 inquir- 
ies during March. 

The reference desk is on the first floor, 
next to the stairwell leading to the lower 
level. Each man and woman behind the 
desk has a master’s degree in library sci- 
ence and has been trained to understand 
and operate the department’s advanced 
equipment, including its two compute- 
rized periodical indexes, INFOTRAC II 
and Wilson Disc. 

Reference librarians specialize in an- 
swering questions. Some inquiries, often 
made through the Answers telephone 
Service, are of a local nature, such as 
“Where might I find a diabetic support 
group?” or ‘‘Is there day care available 
in town?” Others are broader-ranging, 
from questions about famous people to re- 
quests for how-to instructions, short defi- 
nitions, consumer data and overseas 
travel information. 

“Most of our questions are of a ready 
reference nature,”’ says Shirley McGrath, 
reference department head, ‘‘and can be 
answered by checking one or two 
sources.” If a more in-depth answer is 
needed, she says, the department’s li- 
brarians will refer a patron to an institu- 
tion that can provide it. “‘As a rule, we do 
not answer homework questions over the 
phone,”’ she adds. 

“One of reference’s functions is to tea- 
ch the use of the library,’’ McGrath said. 
The reference department provides 
sources ranging from the antique to the 
current and the common to the exotic. 
There are local and national newspapers 
dating from the mid-1800s and older edi-

crofilm and microfiche. The shelves are 
filled with volumes of information on past 
and contemporary authors, corporate re- 
cords, familiar and obscure quotations, 
municipal, state and federal law, prep 
school and colleges. There are in- and out- 
of-state phone books, encyclopedia sets 
and a multi-volume editon of ‘Unex- 
plained Mysteries of the Minds, Space 
and Time.’’ With the help of a reference 
librarian—by asking a professional—a 
patron can learn to tap any number of 
resources to answer his or her question.

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One day after cataract surgery, Thalia Agri- 
manakis had the bandages removed from her left 
eye. For the first time in three years, she could 
see clearly. But despite her joy, she couldn’t 
thank her doctor. Ms. Agrimanakis could not 
speak a word of English. 

Ms. Agrimanakis, 64, came from Greece just 
to have cataract surgery performed by Dr. Will 
Horsley who lives on Evergreen Lane. She is one 
of a number of patients who have crossed the 
ocean in the past few years to Dr. Horsley’s office 
in Stoneham in search of their lost vision. 


‘Back in Greece, my mother had received con- 
flicting diagnoses about her condition,” says 
George Agrimanakis, manager of the Fitness, 
Etcetera health club in West Roxbury who served 
as Ms. Agrimanakis’ translator throughout her 
surgery and recovery. ‘When she learned she 
needed to have her cataract removed, she felt 
uncomfortable about having it done in Greece.” 

Ms. Agrimanakis co-owns and farms 500 acres 
of olive trees on the island of Crete, in the south of 
Greece. 

A few years go she began to experience 
blurred vision in her left eye, which bothered her 
while she read and watched television. During a

visit to her son’s family in Medfield, she began to 
complain about her vision problems. After hear- 
ing about Dr. Horsley from a friend, Mr. Agrima- 
nakis took his mother for an examination. Dr. 


Horsley diagnosed her condition as an immature 
cataract—not ready for removal—and prescribed 
some corrective glasses. (A cataract occurs 
when the natural eye lens becomes clouded over 
time. ) 


Ms. Agrimanakis’ eye condition slowly deterio- 
rated. ‘She began having trouble harvesting the 
olives,”’ her son says, ‘‘because you have to look 
up in the trees to pick them.”’ After consulting a 
few doctors in Greece, Ms. Agrimanakis and her 
son felt it would be worthwhile to travel to the 
United States to have Dr. Horsley perform the 
surgery. 


To Dr. Horsley, Ms. Agrimanakis’ surgery was 
routine and took about 20 minutes under local 
anesthesia. Dr. Horsley observed through a mi- 
croscope and made a small incision in the white 
tissue of the eye. Using a specially designed nee- 
dle, he sucked out the cataract and slipped in a 
new artificial lens. Ms. Agrimanakis was able to 
go home that day from Stoneham’s New England 
Memorial Hospital.

The bandages were removed next morning at 
the Horsley Clinic. 

Dr. Horsley has been sought out by patients 
from such diverse places as the Canary Islands, 
Honduras, Bermuda, Mexico, Italy and the Ca- 
ribbean, he said. Most international patients 
come at the request of their families or friends in 
the United States. 

Dr. Horsley says foreign patients come here 
because American medicine is known worldwide 
for its excellence. The success rate of the proce- 
dure Dr. Horsley and other opthalmologists use 
in cataract surgery is about 98 percent. 

In this procedure, called extracapsular extrac- 
tion, doctors remove the clouded lens of the eye 
and replace it with an artificial lens in its natural 
position right behind the pupil. 

Dr. Horsley said he strives to provide a high 
level of personal care. Many foreign patients 
speak little or no English, and the prospect of 
surgery is even more traumatic than it ordinarily 
would be. 


“You must be certain your patient feels impor- 
tant, relaxed and understood at all times,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Nonverbal forms of tender loving care are 
crucial.”’ 

For example, Dr. Horsley made sure George 
Agrimanakis was available at all times to trans- 
late for his mother, answer her questions and 
provide assurance. Dr. Horsley obtained special 
permission for Mr. Agrimanakis to wait in the 
recovery room, a practice not ordinarily followed 
at the hospital. 

During surgery Dr. Horsley covered Ms. Agri- 
manakis with an extra blanket and a nurse held 
her hand. ‘‘We also played soft music in the back- 
ground to calm her,’’ he says. ‘‘We did every- 
thing we could to create a relaxed environment.” 

Ms. Agrimanakis is recovering very well, says 
her son, and stayed in the United States for seve- 
ral weeks for follow-up examinations. On her re- 
turn to Greece, she’ll be able to see, for the first 
time in a long time, how beautiful her homeland 
really is.

Local Caterers Serve Make Mouths Water At Fair

Where can you find pizza and shrimp 
florentine served at the same place? At 
Handsprings, an arts and crafts exhibit 
and sale, held Saturday and Sunday, 
April 22 and 23, in Phillips Academy’s 
Case Memorial Cage. 

Three local caterers are helping serve 
the thousands expected at this year’s 
show. 

“It’s not the kind of catering I’m used 
to doing,” said JoAnne Tucker, who owns 
Jubilee Caterers on Woburn Street. Al- 


though she usually caters banquets, cor- "=" : 


porate lunches and cocktail parties, Ms. 
Tucker says the aim is the same: good 
homemade food. 

And that’s what the Handsprings cater- 
ers will be providing. Jubilee Caterers is 
serving New England seafood chowder, 
chili and cornbread, minestrone soup, 
meatball subs, cheese blintz and carrot 
cake and pizza and fruit for the younger 
fair-goers. 

“We were concerned last year that 
maybe our food was too fancy,” said 
Marsha Cohen, co-owner of The Best of 
Thymes, 9 Bartlet St. ‘“But there were a 
lot of people at Handsprings who liked 
gourmet food.”’ 

The Best of Thymes’ mandarin beef sal- 
ad, made with oranges, red peppers and 
poppy seed dressing, sold out in an hour 
last year, Mrs. Cohen said. 

This is the second time she and her 
partner, Janice Fontenella, have catered 
Handsprings. This year they’ll be serving 
the mandarin beef salad again, along 
with Dutch potato, onion and cheese 
soup; tri-colored rotini con pollo (with 
chicken); New York cheesecake with 
strawberries; chocolate almond cheese- 
cake and pizza for kids. 

You learn a lot when you're feeding 
that many people, said Mrs. Cohen, add- 
ing that the largest function she’s ever 
catered was a 300-guest BayBank party. 
At last year’s Handsprings, ‘‘we had trou- 
ble getting the soup hot,” she said. This 
year, she and Mrs. Fontenella have rent- 
ed soup urns. 

The fair is a lot of work, but lends expo- 
sure and is a fun time, the caterers said. 
“T like the camaraderie’ that develops 
among the caterers, said Danielle Connol- 
ly of North Andover, who owns Absolutely 
Perfect with her husband, Robert. Abso- 
lutely Perfect is based at the couple’s 
cafe, Cherry Hill Cafe in Danvers. 

The Connollys will be serving New En- 
gland cheddar cheese soup, crunchy tur- 
key salad, cold lemon souffle with 
strawberries, jambalaya and hot dogs 
and fruit for children. For the dieters in 
the crowd, they’ll also have an eight-cal- 
orie celery soup made with cottage 
cheese. “It’s great,’’ Ms. Connolly as- 
sures. 

Also on the Absolutely Perfect menu is 
Ms. Connolly’s award-winning shrimp 
florentine. The dish was recognized as the 
best hot hors d’oeuvres at the second an- 
nual Chefs Awards, sponsored by the 
AmeriogD Institute of Wine and Food, last 
month. : 


‘‘We just thought we might dazzle them 
a little,’’ Ms. Connolly said. 

Ms. Connolly, who used to write a news- 
paper column called “Taking the Gore 
Out of Gourmet,’’ says cooking doesn’t 
have to complicated. “It can be fun,” she 
said. 

The caterer describes herself as a for- 
mer ‘‘terrible cook.” 

“After 30 days of BLTs, my husband 
says, ‘It’s time to sign you up for a 
course, Danie.’ Ms. Connolly took a 
course at L’Academie de Cuisine in Be- 
thesda, Md., where she was living at the 
time, and her new-found interest in cook- 
ing resulted in her catering business. 

Mrs. Cohen, on the other hand, and her 
friend from the Shawsheen School Par- 
ent-Teacher Organization, always loved 
to cook. They started a gourmet club and 
then decided to go into business together. 
The result?: The Best of Thymes. 

The pair hopes to open a gourmet take- 
out shop in Andover by the fall, but they 
will continue catering. In the two years 
they’ve been catering, Mrs. Cohen and 
Mrs. Fontenella have doubled their busi- 
ness, and they were ‘‘totally booked’’ at 
Christmas time. 

Although they’ve never run out of food, 
The Best ‘of Thymes: did seem like: the 


worst of times occasionally. Mrs. Cohen 
says she dropped a plateful of cucumber 
rounds with smoked salmon mousse in a 
hallway during a private party. Fortuna- 
tely, she had all the ingredients nearby 
and made another batch. The hostess 
didn’t seem too upset by the incident, 
Mrs. Cohen said. ‘‘She hired us again this 
year.” 

Ms. Tucker gets to try her food out on 
the people at work. The chef for the A 
Better Chance house on Main Street says 
teenagers aren’t always easy to please 
either. ‘‘They like good food—just like 
anyone else,” she sald. 

Ms. Connolly has served everyone from 
magician David Copperfield to guests at a 
christening for a baby grand piano. “It 
was tongue in cheek, but elegant,’’ she 
said of the christening party. 

At Mr. Copperfield’s reception at Bay- 
Bank, Ms. Connolly served a creation she 
calls ‘Death by Chocolate,” a fancy table 
laid out with 22 varieties of desserts. 
“That’s the way to die,”’ she said. 

The important thing to keep in mind 
when catering an affair like Handsprings, 
said Ms. Connolly, is to keep the price 
low. ‘People are there to buy the crafts.” 
That includes herself, she admitted. ‘I 
take-all my profits and go buy crafts.”

ZBA Looks At Downtown Shooting Range Proposal 


An Andover developer fired off another round 
last week in his battle with town officials to build 
a shooting range downtown. 

In their latest attempt to convert the old And- 
over Lanes bowling alley at 32-34 Park St., own- 
ers Benjamin Osgood and G. Bradley Richards 
asked the Zoning Board of Appeals to overturn a 
recent building department decision to reject a 
firing range. 

Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo turned down 
the proposal in February, telling Mr. Osgood in a 
letter that guns weren’t consistent with sporting 
events like baseball and bowling. 

In a courtroom-like setting, attorney Reginald 
Marden disagreed, calling witnesses to support

the range as a court reporter he hired sat on one 
side recording the proceedings. 

Warren Gannon, president of the Massachu- 
setts Rifle and Pistol Association, backed the 
shooting facility, saying shooting is a sport recog- 
nized by several national organizations, including 
the Boy Scouts and the U.S. Olympic Committee. 

Several town residents, who said they deplored 
the idea of a shooting ‘‘gallery’”’ downtown, spoke 
against the proposal. 

The ZBA offered little opinion but asked seve- 
ral questions, quizzing Mr. Marden on what types 
of guns would be permitted. 

Any gun licensed in Massachusetts would be 
permitted in the 20 firing stalls initially proposed 


for the building, Mr. Marden indicated. Another 
20 would be constructed sometime in the future. 

A real court of law could be in the cards if the 
ZBA upholds Mr. DeSalvo’s decision. Mr. Os- 
good, who has proposed several uses for the 
building, including a retail shop and a pizza par- 
lor, has said litigation would be inevitable if the 
py Stalls his latest attempt to convert the prop- 
erty. 

Last year the developer was denied a special 
permit by the Planning Board to waive new park- 
ing requirements for a conversion from bowling 
alley to retail shop. 

Mr. Osgood subsequently filed suit against the 
action. The case has yet to be heard. 


Selectmen Want To Even 
Town Meeting Turnout

With town meeting 1990 only 51 weeks away, the Board of 
Selectmen took time Monday night to offer a few pointed com- 
ments and suggestions on how to improve the process. 

Although the board agreed last week’s town meeting was gen- 
erally well-run, some selectmen expressed concern over a poor 
second session voter turnout and how to better inform towns- 
people on issues before the annual meeting. 

Selectman Charles Wesson pushed for re-instituting a public 
meeting on town warrant articles. Earlier this year, “‘the public 
was crying out for information on this warrant,”’ he said. 


When current Selectman Charles Wesson was on 
the Finance Committee before his election to the 
board six years ago, forums were held on town 
meeting money articles. Mr. Wesson recommend- 
ed adopting the practice again. 


When Mr. Wesson was on the Finance Committee before his 
election to the board six years ago, forums were held on town 
meeting money articles. ‘‘I would strongly recommend (we) re- 
activate this practice,” he said. 

Chairman Gail Ralston agreed, saying residents need specific 
times when town meeting questions can be posed to town offi- 
cials. ‘The process up to town meeting needs to be reconsider- 
ed,”’ she said. 


Such a meeting should be held near the early January dead- 
line for warrant article submissions, she added. 

The two selectmen also took the point on discussing the light 
turnout for the second night of town meeting. 

Controversy over a proposed town purchase of portable class- 
rooms helped draw 970 voters to the first session; far more than 
the 350 residents required to reach a quorum. 

The next evening, town meeting was delayed a half hour be- 
fore 385 townspeople were registered. Many left early, leaving 
town meeting open to a quorum challenge from the audience that 
never materialized. 

Mr. Wesson felt the overall warrant should be balanced to 
ensure attendance through town meeting. Controversial items 
should weight the end of town meeting to hold voters. 

Mrs. Ralston said she agreed as long as ‘“‘the intent is clear as 
to why we put articles in a certain place.” 

Speaking from the audience, Jean Salazar, a former League 
of Women Voters president, said controversial items should 
come up early during the evening. Otherwise, residents speaking 
for personally sponsored articles feel pressured by audience 
members wanting to hurry the meeting along to marquee-type 
issues, she said. 
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Church Submits Subdivision Plans 


A total of five preliminary plans for 
subdivisions were brought before the 
Planning Board Tuesday night. 

Four of them will have to go back to 
the drawing board. The remaining plan, a 
10-lot subdivision submitted by West Par- 
ish Church, will be voted on by the board 
at its April 25 meeting. 

If the church had its way, 20 acres sit- 
ting between it and Reservation Road 
would be sold as conservation land, said 
yan McCloud, representing West Par- 
ish. 

The church “has attempted to sell to 
neighbors and AVIS,” but so far, “it 
hasn’t panned out,” said Mr. McCloud. 

The conservation group is still inter- 
ested in the land and will vote on purchas- 
ing it at an upcoming meeting, said Diane 
Grieco of the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society. 


In the meantime, West Parish is going 
through with plans for the subdivision, 
which include donating up to 10 acres to 
AVIS, said Mr. McCloud. 

Town Physical Planner Steve Colyer 
said the plan’s major weak point was 
poor access. Virtually the only frontage to 
the property stretches along a particular- 
ly steep curve along Reservation Road. 

Residents echoed concerns about road 
access as well as drainage and sewer dis- 
posal issues. 

If approved on April 25, the developer 
would need to submit a more detailed de- 
finitive plan for Planning Board approval 
before construction could begin. 

Here are the four subdivisions that 
didn’t pass the preliminary plan stage 
Tuesday night: 

eCrystal Circle, an 11-lot subdivision

Acceptable Decision 


The Zoning Board of Appeals will soon re- 
cord a decision allowing Phillips Academy to 
develop the former Abbot Academy property 
for apartment use, as well as for a day care 
center and some other uses. 

While the overall plan seemed to have 
smooth sailing from the time town meeting 
gave approval a year ago, it still remained 
subject to review by the Planning Board and 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Finally, it was the Zoning Board that con- 
tributed a stumbling block to the overall plan 
by dropping a 27-car parking lot near the pro- 
posed building to be renovated for apartments.

Academy officials appear to be upset by the 
decision, since they feel that the parking lot is 
a crucial amenity to the proposed devel- 
opment. Placement of the parking facilities 
farther away will result in a longer walk from 
the car to the building, thus decreasing the de- 
sirability of the property to potential puchas- 
ers. 

There is even some indication on the part of 
PA officials that court action may be taken to 
have the parking lot location restored to its 
original location. 

It is hoped that such will not take place and 
that the academy will accept the decision and 


proceed with development of the property. 

In declining approval of the parking facility, 
the Zoning Board probably took into consider- 
ation the concerns of neighbors who protested 
its location vigorously, along with other parts 
of the proposed development. 

Whether the action was to appease the neigh- 
bors or not is unknown. Abutting property own- 
ers protested several factors of the 
development, including the parking lot. 

Ron Hill, an Abbot street neighbor of the pro- 
ject, did not view the decision as a victory, but 
expressed gratitude for the ZBA decision and 
confidence that PA will make the total project 
a good one. 

Hopefully, the academy, too, will accept the 
decision and begin the construction work nec- 
essary to bring about the proposed devel- 
opment of this historic property. 

While the parking lot decision may not be 
totally acceptable to the developers, the acade- 
my has traditionally attempted to be a good 
neighbor and a responsible part of the commu- 
nity. 

Development of this property to maintain 
historic significance for Andover is important 
to the continued image of PA in this regard. 

It seems logical, then, to accept the ZBA de- 
cision and move ahead with the development 
of the property.

over police, with few clues in hand, 

were reduced to dredging a small 
piece of paper for fingerprints. 

It was a long shot that paid off 
big, as careful dusting of the holdup 
note used in last week’s robbery 
yielded two almost perfect prints 
and led to the identification and cap- 
ture of Scott S. Balser, 33, of Worces- 
ter. 

Mr. Balser was caught while driv- 
ing Sunday night by Worcester po- 
lice, who identified his truck from an 
all-points bulletin issued by Andover 
police. The alleged bank robber was 
transferred to Andover and_ar- 
raigned in Lawrence District Court 
the next day on one count of armed 
robbery while masked. 

He is currently being held on $50,- 
000 bail. 

Police say Mr. Balser disguised 
himself by wrapping an_ iodine- 
soaked bandage over his face before 
walking into the bank, located in 
Shawsheen Plaza on Main Street, on 
April 4. He allegedly handed one tell- 
er a note warning that he had a gun 
and wanted money. Bank officials 
say tellers turned over about $5,000. 

Police speculated that a getaway 
vehicle was parked nearby. Sgt. Ke-

Fingerprints Lead To 
Arrest After Robbery

vin Winters said an empty bandage 
wrapper with fingerprints later iden- 


tified as Mr. Balser’s was found by 
Lt. Phillip Froburg at a Fotomat 
next door. 

The next day, Andover police’s 
fingerprint specialist, Detective Ke- 
vin Burke, developed the print on 
the holdup note and drove the evi- 
dence into Boston where a state po- 
lice computer identified it as Mr. 
Balser’s. 

Andover detectives staked out the 
homes of his parents and girlfriend 
and waited for a sign of the alleged 
bank robber. They were still waiting 
when a cruising Worcester patrol 
car recognized the license plate 
number of a black pickup truck be- 
longing to Mr. Balser. He was ar- 
rested without incident, say police. 

After his apprehension, Sgt. Win- 
ters said more evidence was col- 
lected but declined to specify what 
was found. 

The suspect has spent 11 years in 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts 
prisons on several felonies, includ- 
ing multiple robbery, breaking and 
entering and drug-related offenses, 
said Sgt. Winters. 

If convicted for the Andover bank 
robbery, Mr. Balser could serve a 
five-year to life sentence. 
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SHED Heat Pump Criticized

The controversial Shawsheen Ex- 
tended Day Care program is still 
drawing heat even after town meet- 
ing voted last week to give SHED a 
loan to erect a portable classroom at 
Shawsheen School. 

Lee Grune of 2 Magnolia Ave., 
who represents a group of 
Shawsheen School abuttors, told the 
School Committee Tuesday night 
that “‘a noisy heat pump’’ planned 
for the roof of the portable building 
is the problem. The pump was not 
shown on any of the plans presented 
either before or at town meeting, 
Mrs. Grune said. 

“The closest abuttor will be no 
more than 35 feet away from that 
heat pump. We want the committee 
to reconsider the placement of the 
building,” said Mrs. Grune. 

Margo Tilghman, committee 
chairman, said the placement of the 
building was chosen for its easy ac- 
cess to town water and sewer lines 
and its limited impact on transporta- 
tion safety for the students. 

Secretary Michael Frishman said 
the building proposal, along with the 
heat pump and its final specifica- 
tions, have not yet been bid on and 
are far from being carved in stone. 

Committeeman Andres Salazar 
suggested that a member of the 
neighborhood group and a member 
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of the School Committee meet peri- 
odically with SHED directors and 
the Department of Community Serv- 
ices to work out plans for the build- 
ing after the contract has been bid. 

Mrs. Tilghman said the commit- 
tee would keep the group informed 
on the future review dates and meet- 
ings planned for the building and its 
heat pump. 


Selectman Ralston 
Named Chairman 


Selectman Gail Ralston was 
unanimously picked by her fellow 
selectmen to be chairman of the 
board for a one-year term. Select- 
man James Barenboim was cho- 
sen vice chairman, also without 
dissent. 

Upon taking chairman’s center 
seat, Mrs. Ralston’s first action 
was to give a short speech calling 
for better understanding between 
the board and citizens. 

Mrs. Ralston replaces Select- 
man William Downs as chairman. 
The board also named Selectman 
Gerald Silverman as secretary, 
replacing fellow Selectman 
Charles Wesson. 
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
